Mr. Sherman greeted the bearers moat 
coarteoiisly, but gave no indication of 
his action in the matter.

government with the asBuraiice that the 
case was referred to the TJnited'StateB of 
America for arbitration'. ' Becanse that 
the protests and my communications to 
the United States tjovernmeiit immedi 
ately thereafter expressly declare that I 
yielded my authority to the lorees of the 
United States in order to avoid blood 
shed and because I recognized tho futil- 
ity of a conflict with so formidable a 
power. 

" Because my people, about -10,000 in 
number, have in no way been consulted 
by those 3,000 in number who claim the 
right to destroy the independence of 
Hawaii. My people constitute four- 
fifths of the legally qualified voters of 
Hawaii, and excluding those imported 
for the demands of labor, about the same 
proportion of the inhabitants. Because 
aaid treaty ignores not only the civic 
rights of my people, but further, the 
hereditary property of their chiefs. Of 
the four million acres composing the 
territory said treaty offers to annex, one 
millioa, or 915,000 acres, has in no way 
been heretofore recognized as other than 
the private property of the conatitu- 
tional monarch, subject to- a control in 
no way differing from other items of a 
private estate," 

Therefore Liliuokalani concludes : " I, 
Liliuokalani, of Hawaii, do hereby call 
upon the President of that nation to 
whom alone I yielded my property and 
my authority, to withdraw said treaty 
(ceding said islands) from further con- 
sideration. I ask the honorable Senate 
of the United States to decline to ratify 
said treaty and I implore the people of 
this great and good nation, from whom 
my ancestors learned the Christian reli- 
gion, to act in such manner as may be 
in accord with the principles of their 
fathers; and to the Almighty Ruler of 
the Universe, to Him who judgetb righte- 
ously, I commend my cause." 

NEWS^EVICB CRIPPLED. 

C. p. 'Wires in the Mountains Out of Order 
and Southern' Lines Sparingly Used. 

For several days the wires of the Can- 
dian Pacific telegraph system have been 
reported as working badly in the moun- 
tain section — no doubt due to mudslides. 
The Southern lines have been utilized 
for the special despatches from our own 
correspondents, and a very limited As- 
sociated Press service has lieen received. 
Yesterday the difficulties of communica- 
tion seemed to be greater than 
ever. It was near midnight when 
the first despatch from any source waa 
received in this office, and the service — 
as the columns usually occupied by tele- 
graphic news bear evidence — was very 
scanty indeed. Since readers of the 
Colonist have been disappointed by the 
absence of outside news, they will no 
doubt appreciate this explanation. 

A GBEAT SCHEME. 

Search for a Railway Route Through 
Kootenay''iand - Cariboo ; to r^Uaska. ' ' ' . 

AsHCROKT, June 17. — W. Joseph Hib- 

bert, William Brumaker and James 
Meridhan, from Trenton, N.J,, arrived 
here Tuesday morning from the East on 
their way to join Capt. Isaac Baugh- 
man's exploring and surveying party, 
which they expect to meet at Queanelle. 
The object o! the captain's party is to 
examine the route preliminary to a sur- 
vey for a railroad from the States to 
Alaska, and to look out new fields cap- 
able of development. This party is 
backed by an abundance of capital. 

TURKEY BACKS DOWN, 

Decided to Accept Advice of the Powers but 
Will Be Given a Town. 

London, June 17. — The Athens corres- 
pondent of the Daily Telegraph says: It 
is reported here to-night that the peace 
conference and the Porte have accepted 
a settlement giving Turkey either the 
town of Ligaria, southeast of Milouna,or 
NczeroB, north of Larissa. 

The Athens correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph says: The Porte has aban- 
doned the policy of delay and decided to 
accept the advice of the powers. 

FDKTHEfi DEVASTATION. 

Province of Assam Still Being: Skaken— The 
Ruin Appalling. 

Calcutta, June 18.— Almost the whole 
of the province of Assam has been de- 
vastated by the earthquake. The ruin 
is appalling. The courts, treasury, jails 
and hospitals have collapsed. The loss 
of food supplies is enormous. The crops 
are mostly ruined, and a great scarcity 
of food is expected. Tlie earthquake 
shocks still continue to be felt in the 
province of Assam, and much alarm is 
felt. 

TAPPING TlHi; KOOTENAY. 

Surveyors in the Field in the Interest of 
New Great Northern Conneetton. 

A survey is being run, says the 
Spokane Spokesman-Keviow, for a rail- 
road connecting with the '.-ireat North- 
ern railroad, from Bonner's Ferry to the 
foot of ICootenay lake. Two surveying 
parties are in the field, one ojierating 
from Bedlington, on the international 
line, and the other from than point 
south. The scheme includes not only 
the operation of a railroad, but a steam- 
boat and several mines as well. It is 
said the work is being directed by 
Captain Alexander, of the International 
Navigation Company, tiiul that he is 
backed by Chicago and London, ling,, 
capitalists.

Opoiiinff Up of ' the Kettle Rivei- 
Country In'deli'nitely Deferred- 
Big Orders Cancelled. 



the Latest Reports at Variance 
With the Promises of Pre- 
mler, Lanrler.-^ ' 



In the impotent conclusion of tie 
Coast railway negotiations at Ottawa, as 
announced in tho Colonist of yesterday, 
Victoria business men have received a 
heavy and little anticipated blow; •■And " 
while they are as a class disinclined to 
discuss the details of the fiasco until 
more definite information is available 
concerning the causes of the rnpture, 
the too-evident efl'ect is everywhere ad- 
mitted. Not only does it mean that 
some of the best mining districts of the 
province must remain dormant and un- 
developed for some time to come, at a 
loss to British Columbia which cannot 
easily be estimated, but it means also 
that the residents of Kootenay who have 
practically shown their friendship for 
the Coast cities by placing large orders 
for supplies here, must now look else- 
where for their stocks. Victoria mer- 
chants, on the other hand, have nothing 
to do but to cancel their valuable orders 
and try to appear pleasant. 

Look at it how you will, as one heavy 
Ineer by the collapse of the prospect o£ 
Coast connection puts it, the trade of 
Victoria has suffered heavily. And ap- 
parently nothing can be done. 

AH the people of the Kettle Eiver 
country have been building upon the 
hope of railway communication ^with. 
the Coast, according to Simon Leiser & ' 
Co., whose representative has juat re- 
turned from that important section. 
With a railway — either railway — any 
railway — the trade of Kettle River dis- 
trict would have been diverted here, 
md their rich mines would have 
been enabled to market their out- 
put, which at present they cannot do. 
We cannot tell as yet what reasons 
prompted Dr. Milne and his associate.^ 
to block the Heinze plan, but it requires 
no great discecument to recognize what 
it means to us.. ; We simply cannot take 
the orders from the Kootenay districts, 
because 'we cannot deliver the goods. 
And the people . of Kootenay, without 
better means of communication, cannot 
openmp^their^', mines. Of course , they 
wiU Ket% railway^s'lIPliHitO.COm^^ 
the indications are all that it , will' be' a 
railway to feed Spokane, and do no ben- 
efit to the Coast cities. The Crow's Nest 
railway won't help up. It will he a big 
boon to Winnipeg, both during construc- 
tion and when in operation, but there 
appears to be nowhere we will get in. 
We had in a measure counted upon 
reaping just such double advantages front 
the building of a Coast road, but evi- 
dently we are not to do so. We muBt 
accep't the situation; there seems noth- 
ing else to do. 

In the loss of the line from Penticton 
to Nelson, Mr,R, Seabrook, of R. P, 
Rithet & Co., litd., sees the most direct 
and set ions loss, for by this short line 
and the C. P. R. it would have been very 
convenient, and not expensive, to land 
freights anywhere in the Kettle 
River district, shipping down the 
Okanagan lake from Vernon. Nor would 
the Coast cities alone have benefited. 
The Vernon valley, one of the richest 
agricultural sections of the province, 
would have been provided with an ad- 
jacent and very profitable market, while 
the development of the mines would 
have gone forward with added impetus . 
all through the country penetrated by 
the Penticton line, just as soon as its 
construction permitted of the sending 
out of the ore. 

Sharp and direct is the experience of 
Wilson Brothers. Their traveller had 
sold seven carloads of goods in the coun- 
try to be opened up by the Coast road, 
the purchasers fully counting upon the 
road being built. It has met its fate and 
so the orders have to he cancelled. No- 
thing could more plainly or practically 
illustrate the position of affairs. In the 
absence of anjr evidence against the 
natural conclusion, this firm feel that 
Dr. Milne and his associates have at 
least acted tlio dog in the manger with 
fatal efl'ect to one important portion of 
the commerce of Victoria, 

Unfortunately there seems no bright 
side to the picture, and no contradiction 
to the delinition of the situation as above 
given. The Crow's Nest road will be 
antagonistic rather than of advantage to 
the trade of the Coast cities; without a 
Coast route— or at least the Penticton 
section, more immediately necessary — 
the trade of Victoria has suffered severe 
injury. 

It is quite possible of course that the 
correspondents at Ottawa have in con- 
densing their news for transmission 

failed to give a fair understanding of the 
position of matters — or that they them- 
selves have missed some important point 
that will throw an entirely new light on 
all'airB. This view of the case is certain- 
ly supported by the fact that the tele- 
ginphed acfiount of the collapse of ne- 
gotiations is (^uite as mystifying to Pre- 
mier Turner, who arrived home last 
, Opnlinned on page Two. .

VANCOUVSR. 

Vancooveb, June 18. — ^The closing ex- 
sminations of the public echools took 
place t^i-iJay. Principal Cowperthwaite, 
the newly-appointed inspector, was pre- 
sented by the teaching staff of the Cen- 
tral school with a thandaome travelling 
bafr, as a token of their esteem. 

The celebration committee met last 
•ni^ht. The yachting committee waited 
upon the executive and asked for an ap- 
propriation for the yacht races. They 
were informed that aa soon as funds 
came in they would be f;ivcn aa lame an 
ajjpropriation as possible. The yaclitini; 
committee then resigned, and their 
resignation was accepted. There ia a 
decided and unusual lack of harmony 
^among many promoters of the celebra- 
tion. 

The Brockton Point difliculty is not 
yet settled, but there seems to be soiue 
hope of a settlement. There were origin-

THE EXPOBT DUTIES. 

What the Government Will Take Authority 
to Impose on Ores, Timber and 
Wood Pulp. 

(From Our Own Corri;.spon(J»nt,] 
Ott.\wa, June 18.— Mr. Fielding to- 
night tabled the export duty resolutions, 
The logs and pulp wood duty will be if3 
per 1,000 feet, board measurement, if 
the States im pose a duty on our sawn 
lumber. On ores tbe proposed export 
duties are as follows : 

(a) On nickel contained in matte or in 
the ore, or in any crude or partially 
manufactured state, and upon copper 
contained in any matte or ore which 
also contains nickel, when exported 
from Canada, upon nickel nn export 
duty not exceeding 10 cents per pound, 
and upon copper an export duty not ex- 
ceeding U cents per pound. 

(b) On ores which contain copper or 
metal other than lead or nickel, or lead 
when exported, an export duty not ex- 
ceeding 15 per cent, on the value of said 
ores. 

(c.) On lead ores and on lead and sil- 
ver ores wlien exported from Canada to 
a country which imposes an import duty 
on lead in bars or in the form of pig 
lead iu excess of the import duty on 
lead contained in lead ores or in lead 
and silver ores, an export duty on the 
lead contained in the ores so exported to 
an amount per pound equivalent to such 
excess. 



At Nelson Mr. Justice Walkem has 
handed down his decision in the case of 
the Nelson tt Fort Sheppard Kaihvay 
company against the Quartz Creek land 
lirm. The case came up on a motion of 
the defendants to dissolve the injunc- 
tion. This the court refused to do. The 
title is to remain in statu quo, and the 
position of defendants is not to be pre- 
judiced by a crown grant to the plain- 
tiffs.

To-morrow Victoria's four-day carni- 
val celebration of the Diamond Jubilee 
eommences, and .to-day — although it 
ia not their general custom to come be- 
fore the fete itself has begun — the ad- 
vance guard of the visitors iias taken 
pogsBsaion of the town. Flags are Hying 
everywhere; the streets are gay with 
bunting and flowers, and Chinese lan- 
terns ; and the hundred and one sounds 
peculiar to festival time fill the air. 
Even without the official programme, the 
posters, or the energetic general secre- 
tary, a child of two could tell that a big 
celebrutiou is at band. 

Not that all the indications of ap- 
proaching carnival have burst upon the 
town like a flower that opens in the 
night. One by one the heralds of the 
crowds have come, the melancholy 
manipulator of the cracked accordion 
leading the way. He does not intend to 
be a com])etilor in the musical tourna- 
ment of Wednesday, nor will the next 
special attraction iu order of arrival 
place her voice in evidence for tlie benefit 
and verdict of the critical musical com- 
mittee. I'erhaps it is because womanly 
modesty forbids ; perchance the joyful 
union of the useful nickel and the tin 
cup can be more readily brought about 
upon the crowded thoroughfare. The 
gentleman who leads " dod leedle Ger- 
mau band " is equally satisfled not to 
be a part of the band competition; in 
fact, he has not received an invitation 
despite the fact that he and bis 
musicians can make more noise than 
any party of the same size baa yet 
proved equal to in the history of Vic- 
toria. Their only rivals in the art of 
disturbing the peace thus far reported 
are Phil. Chalk, when in the full Hush 
of enthusiasm ho sallies forth to pro- 
claim his identity to a startled world — 
and the outside men of a little 
museum of marvels that has 
just started itself in busineea 
on middle Yates street. This gentle- 
man's voice cannot be measured by any 
recognized musical standards. It is un- 
trained and lilling, and voluminous; 
when his lips jiart to proclaim the won- 
derH of the exhibition within (and all for 
a (lime) it ia useless for bantis or tram- 
cars or steam-whistles to attempt busi- 
nesa. The.accents of that voice deluge 
and fill the' wide; wide, world. Glass- 
blowers and baloon fakirs, shooting gal- 
leries and peanut butchers, fakirs and 
fakes of all descriptions fill the city — 
that ia all parts of the city not hitherto 
monopolized by the Jubilee badge. 

It has its full share of everywhere. It 
bobs up iu hatpins and hats and hand- 
kerchiefs, in soaps and sachet powder, 
in every imaginable form, but most of 
all in glittering patriotic medals of all 
shaps and sizes, brave in loyal inscrip- 
tion on the face, and on the obverse 
bearing the chaste inscription, "Patent- 
ed 1897, by the Williamson Novelty Co., 
Indianapolis, Ind." 

j!i The work of decoration goes bravely 
on in every corner of the town. At the 
city hall the firemen are working a 
magic transformation scene which 
already challenges attention and com- 
mands unqualified admiration. Else- 
where i)rivate enterprise ia making if 
not as elaborate at least as commend- 
able display. Even now with the work 
of adornment only fairly begun, 
the town ia more prettily decor- 
a'ed than at tiie height of 
I revioiia carnivals. Thoroughness 
appears to be a new feature of the work, 
and although the decorations are but for 
a day the display, in more than one 
place of buaineas, will invite the closest 
and most critical insnection of the judg- 
ing committee — and such inspection 
should be, and no doubt will be, given 
when the proper time comes. 

To-day the excursionists will begin to 
arrive in number, the E. N. trains 
bringing the first of the actual celebra- 
tion crowds. Special arrangements for 
trains have of course been made by the 
management of the line as . well as by 
the V. & S. railway, their announce- 
ments being made elsewhere in this 
paper.

Description of Some of the Wonder 
■work Which Attends Upon the 
Carnival of Madrid. 



After the lacroase match is over, Cale- 
donia park will bo rapidly tranBformed 

into the largest theatre ever seen within 
hundreds of miles of Victoria. The 
capacioua grounds will be almost entire- 
ly occapied by the mammoth stage and 
eeatiDg accommodation for the audience. 
The Beating capacity will be bo arranged 
that every comfort and convenience will 
be otl'ered the laree audiences tliat in- 
variably attend on this great apeetacle. 
To form the stage a lars;e number of 



carpenters and jneelianica, who are 

thoroughly experienceri, will be set to [ j.^g^ ^reak forth into the moat 



with many arc and incandeacent lights. 
Poles and wires enough will be arranged 
as if indicating that a village is to be 
lighted. The audience will not ait in a 
very strong light, which arrangement 
adds to the splendor of the caatle scene 
and Kives much better views of this 
beantiful spectacle. Elaborate arrange- 
ments are being made for calcium light 
efTect, some of the acts requiring great 
incchaQism in this leapect. The daring 
flying return act of the Zanrellaa illus- 
trates the poesibilitiea of this art in a 
manner that is truly wonderful. 

Caledonia park is an ideal situation 
for such a magnificent spectacle. The 
background tinged with the green trees, 
and rising gradually towards Beacon 
hill, with a view of the straits wliea 
seen in the dusk of the evening, will 
form a picturescjue surrounding for the 
((liatening scene lieneath. 'The castle 
in the centre will impress the 
observer as only the real siebt 
can. The gloom of eveninj; will 
lieighten its beauties and add 
to the reality of the view. The acme ia 
reached when the great caetle tumbles 
into ruin&, while from the loop holes 
and openings Stream great columns of 
11a mes. The brdliant lighting super- 
aeded by the lurid glswe of » lire wuich 
seems to store energy for a few moments 



work. From the stage to the seats 
the distance is arranged with 
mathematical accnraoy for giving 
the flnest possible view of the perform- 
ance. At the back of the stage the me- 
chanics will rear a suporstiuctnre tiial 
will support the scenery constituting the 
caatle. This frame will tower 50 feet 
from the stage floor, and it will be con- 
voluted and arranged so as to present a 
))erfect facade of an ancient Spanish cas- 
tle, reali-tii;ally portrayed and correct in 
every detail. 

Dry figures convoy a poor impression 
of the magnitude of the preparationa to 
.commence Monday. Imagine a stage 
almost as largo as a busineas block, sur- 
mounting which ia a pictures(iue caatle 
•of the-old world. Thecastle itself, when 
constructed, will be a study for any one 
■who admires the grandeur of the archi- 
tecture of old military fortresses. It 
will extend the entire length of the stage, 
the right side terminating in an artistic 
turret, while the left will merge into a 
surly, forbidding atrnctare, represent- 
ing a part of the fortress defense. 
Slightly to the left of the centre rises the 
donjon, or keep, crowned by the medi- 
aeval biiltlementa, and perforated with 
loopholes for permitting the archers to 
repel attacks. In the exact centre is 
formed tlie castle entrance, wide enough 
to admit a small company abreast, and 
guarded bv the massive portcullis. 
Through this entrance the performers in 
the company will enter and leave. On 
either side of the main entrance are 
represented minor entrances, each lirni- 
iy barred and fortified. Along the caatle 
wall can be seen the ramparts and cni- 
braaored positions for the soldiery of t lie 
caatle, all represented and arranged with 
wonderful reality. The castle baa no 



striking pypotechnicaP displays. Amid 
the confusion to the ege, crashing de- 
tonating and rumblins sounds arise 
from the wreak, whi(!h doubiy impresses 
the audience with the terrible deatruc- 
tion of the bo-autiful and' fairy like scene 
of a moment before. 

Mr. Walter ,T. Pollard,. maoter of («>n- 
struction of the " Bladrid " coiapany, 
said yesterday in speakiag of the 
mechanism o5 the explosion scene in 
which the castle ia apnarontly blowji 
into atoms, tliis elleet is lieyond doubt 
the moat perfact and realislii; ever wit- 
nessed. The mecluiDism is 80 coinpLe-re 
and evenly balanced that apparently 45 
tons of solli stone ara throvm froia their 
position in the castle by the pressinj^ of 
a single elecluie button. Vhese masBtye 
blocks of stoae fall czaablBg to the earth 
amid the roar of boaabshetlB aad dyna- 
mite. So maesivo is this mecbanical 
device that iwo rail I'oad cars a^o^>eq;OiTed 
for its transportation." 

The " Cwnival of Madrid " has keen 
presented in nearly every impwtant city 
of this couatry, and has received every- 
where unprecedeated ijraise. The sue- 
cesfl it haa'achievsHl is simply plienom- 
enal, and Ihe me^ announcement of the 
opening will undoahitedly pack the 
grounds.

THE TRIUMPH OF OBSTRUCTION. 

The situation in regard to railway con- 
Btruction from the Columbia west, 
■which resulted in such a miserable 
fiasco, seems to have been as follows : 

The Dominion Government had de- 
cided to grant such a subsidy for a road 
from the Golumbia to Penticton as 
.wouM, with the aid given by the Prov- 
ince, have warranted the Columbia & 
Weatern Railway Company in proceed- 
ing forthwith to construct the line. 
Although a subsidy had been given by 
the Provincial Legislature for a line 
from Penticton to the Coast, the Domin- 
ion Government was not willing to 
supplement this, so that while up to 
day before yesterday there was an ex- 
cellent prospect of the construction of a 
line at once from the Columbia to Pen- 
ticton, there, never was any chance of 
federal aid being granted at present for 
a line from the Golumbia to the Coast 
and therefore no chance of its construc- 
tion. 

This was the dominant factor in the 
case. The next most important factor 
wag tliat the promoters of the Columbia 
& Weatern railway were financially in a 
position to accept such subsidies as 
would be forthcoming and carry through 
the work Buccessfully ; but the promoters 
of the Victoria, Vancouver & Eastern 
railway have never given any evidence 
of financial ability, and if they had re- 
ceived the subsidies would yet have had 
to go into the money market and 
dispoBQ of their charter and aubaidies to 
Bomeone who .would undertake the work. 

In the course of the discuBsion before 
the railway committee, the Minister of 
Railways is reported to have said that he 
did not see how there could be any 
amalgamation between the two compan- 
ies above referred to. It is certainly 
very clear that such an amalgamation 
would be utterly inconaiatent with the 
existing conditions, as stated above. 
The Government was not prepared to 
discuss plans for a road from Kootenay 
to the Coast, and it would be idle to 
discuss amalgamation between a pro- 
ject which the Government would favor 
and one that it would not favor. If it 
be said that the Victoria, Vancouver & 
£!astern people were willing to accept a 
Dominion charter that would authorize 
them to build from the Columbia to the 
Penticton and stop there, and they must 
have been willing to do this or they 
would not have sought to secure the Do- 
minion subsidy for such a line or, failing 
that, to amalgamate with another com- 
pany that could secure it, then the case 
takes on a new complexion entirely. 
Dr. Milne and those working with him 
have pretended that their great object 
was to secure the immediate construction 
of a road from the Coast to the Koote- 
nay, but we find them at Ottawa atriv- 
ing for authority to build and a subsidy 
for building a line which would come no 
further West than Penticton, the sub- 
sidy beintr offered after a distinct state- 
ment by the Ministry that no aid would 
be granted for some years for an exten- 
sion of the line to the Coast. 

Under the circumstances above recit- 
ed, which we believe are absolutely ac- 
curate, the unfortunate strife at Ottawa 
baa been between two concerns to build 
the same piece of road, and at no time 
has the construction of a line from Pen 
ticton to the Coast been in the minds of 
any one. Dr. Milne and his associates 
received a certain amount of sympathy 
here and in Vancouver, becauae it was 
believed they were fighting the battles 
of the Coast cities for direct connection 
with Kootenay. The facts as they are 
above sot forth show that bo far from 
doing this Dr. Milue and his associates 
ivi^re seeking simply to block Mr. Heinze 
and his associates in the construction of 
the Columbia & Western, and to get 
charter and Dominion subaidy for the 
same piece of line for themselves. In 
view of the fact that they were admit- 
tedly without the financial support that 
■would have enabled them to build the 
road if they had secured the charter, 
the Dominion subsidy and the $4,000 
a mile provincial subsidy for the line 
from Penticton to Boundary Creek, if 
people apply a harsher term to their 
conduct than we have thought well to 
use, Dr. Milne and his associates will 
have uo cause to complain. It must cer- 
tainly bo admitted that Dr. Milne and 
his associates have been obtaining sym- 
pathy on false pietences, for they could 
not have had the least expectation of re- 
ceiving aaaistance that would' have en- 
abled them to build a rsiilWaiy from 
Kootenay to the Coaat.^ [ •' , . 

The effect of this miserable businesa 



will be felt in several directions. At 
least a million dollars could have been 
expended on the construction of the 
Columbia & Western this year, if the 
project had not been blocked, and this 
would have meant much for the whole 
of British Columbia. The construction 
of the road would have brought thous- 
ands of prospectors and others into the 
country along ita line. The Coast cities 
would have benefited largely by this. 
It would have given a needed impetus to 
every line of business. It would have 
given work to hundreds of idle men. A 
few days ago our people were feeling in 
the higheat degree hopeful over theearly 
beginning of this road and its rapid com- 
pletion. They realized that it would se- 
cure them the growing trade of the Boun- 
dary Creek country, which now will like- 
ly bo tapped by an American railway 
and be diverted to Spokane and else- 
where. Even from the comparatively 
narrow point of view of the provincial 
revenue the inceptioh of work on this 
line would have meant considerable, for 
it would have undoubtedly converted 
the deficit of ^2-1, 000 on the year's oper- 
ation of the Siiuswap i<c Okanagan rail- 
way into a surplus. Looked at in every 
way the construction of this road this 
year m^ant very much to ua all. 

The project has been blocked. Who 
has gained anything by the blocking? 
No one except President Oorbin of the 
Spokane & Northern, whose engineers 
are now on Sheep Creek looking for a 
route whereby they can find a line into 
Boundary Creek. Dr. Milne has not 
gained anything, and until we get a 
glimpse at that paper, which he signed 
and then repudiated, we shall not know 
if he even stood the slightest chance of 
gaining^atiytLinjg. ,Mr. Heinze's plana 
have been interrupted. But who profits 
by this? There has been an unreasoning 
cry against Mr. Heinze's being allowed 
to build the road. We do not hear any- 
thing of that now. In a moment the 
idea has been brought homo to everyone's 
mind that it was a matter of perfect in- 
difTerence who built the railway, pro- 
vided it was built without too great a 
cost to the public. Now that it is too 
late, people are beginning to realize how 
they were misled into supposing that the 
Victoria, Vancouver and Eastern people 
could accomplish the impossible, and 
into believing that Di*. Milne and those 
who worked with , him to defeat , the Co- 
lumbia & Western and secure for them- 
selves authority and subsidy for the 
same road, and for not a mile more, 
were acting in the public interest. 

The Times of last evening printed 
the following dispatch from Ottawa: 

The agreement which Dr. Milne signed 
was to the effect that the Columbia 
Weatern would pay over $13,500 after the 
subsidy and charter was awarded to 
them; that .$11,500 more would be paid 
when the road reached Boundarj' Creek; 
$11,000 when itgot to Penticton ; $10,000 
when it reached Hope; $10,000 more 
when it got to the Coast. The Columbia 
& Weatern promoters hold that this is 
the agreement which Dr. Milne refused 
to stand by. 

If this is correct Dr. Milne stands in a 
position that is certainly-an .unenviable 
one. It is not easy to find words to pro- 
perly characterize his conduct. It is not 
much easier to know what to say of the 
British Columbia members of the House 
of Commons, who aided and abetted him 
in his plans. The Times expresses the 
hope that the agreement may have been 
"strictly honorable." We are not dis- 
posed to listen to any quibbling on that 
Bcore. We only know, presuming the 
dispatch to be correct, that the construc- 
tion of a railway from the Columbia to 
Penticton, the opening of one of the fin- 
eat sections of the i)rovinco immediately 
by rail, the shortening of tho distance 
from the Ooast to the mining country, 
and all the other benefits that would 
have flowed from this railway, have been 
sacrificed in order that some one, honor- 
ably or otherwise, might make a few 
tliousand dollars. Interviews, which we 
print to-day, show that the trade of Vic- 
toria has already suffered more than the 
miserable pittance for which the oppon- 
ents of the Columbia & Western were 
working. 

Wo are not without a hope, which is 
strengthened by the brief interview with 
the Hon. Mr. Turner, that a way maybe 
found to prevent the lamentable eii'ects 
of the selfish policy that has prevailed at 
Ottawa during the last few days. 

TRADE WITH JAPAN. 

There is a good deal of feeling in Japan 
over the treatment accorded that coun 
try by the Dingley tariff, and our ad- 
vices are that it is likely to find expres 
sion in a very practical manner. Japan 
wants trade. Her people believe that 
they are destined to occupy a conspicu 
ous place commercially, and if they find 
tho doors of any country shut against 
them they will, if possible, seek to dls 
cover openings elsewhere, .fapan has 
dealt very largely with tlic United 
States, and seemetl diepo3e>l to give that 
country some preferencea, not in tho way 
of treaty concessions, but simply in an 
ordinary commercial way, Japanese 
business men seeming to exhibit a de- 
sire to cultivate close relations with 
United States business men. The trade 
between the two countries is in a very 
healthy condition, and exhibits every 
prospect of rapid and permanent growth. 
The Dingley tarill' will certainly inter- 
rupt this. At least such is the view held 
by those in .Japan who are in a position 
to judge accurately of the situation. A 
correapondent of the Colomibt, who is in 
a position to spieak with a good deal of 



authority as to the intention of the 
Japanese, writes as follows : 

As "there is general excitement in 
Japan over the United States govern- 
ment attempting to put heavy duties on 
Japanese goods, it appears to me^. that 
our people in the way of retaliation'.are 
determined to try to trade with Canada 
instead of with the United States, aa 
they have done for the last thirty-five 
years. . 

This is ah interesting statement, , and 
the source from which it comes makes it 
especially valuable. We hope to see 
such a policy prevail in Canada that uo 
obstacle will be thrown in the way of 
tho rapid expansion of our commercial 
relations witu the Island Empire of the 
Orient. 

Bbitisu OotUMiuA newspapers should 
be very careful how they speak about 
mining propositions that are put upon 
the London market. Wo have lately 
observed in a London paper some ex- 
tracts from an irresponsible British 
Columbia paper derogatory of a new and 
important enterprise. These may do no 
great amount of harm, but such things 
make the financing of legitimate enter- 
prises needlessly difiicult. It is time 
that the small trick, so popular with 
some people in this country, of trying to 
block every undertaking was dropped 
for good. 

ExGiN-KKiis and other mechanics are 
leaving Ohio for England in the hope of 
getting work. The special correspon- 
dent of the New York World not un- 
naturally asks, after relating several in- 
stances and referring to others: "Is 
there a thoughtful man or woman in the 
United States who can road these facta 
without einotion?" 

The paragraph in the Times of night 
before last relating how a O.P.R. oflicial 
caught smallpox, presumably from some 
Chinamen who had been through the 
William Head guarantine, simply sup- 
ports the position taken by the leading 
British authorities, that quarantine is 
not really a protection.

Snmmer Vacation. 

Promotions and Prize Winners- 
Features of the Closing of 
the Term. 



The strains of " God Save theQuP ?n " 
went up from many hundreds of yoang 
throats yesterday, for it was cloah)? iay 
in Victoria's public scliools and coc 'e- 
quoutly tiio yoiingBters sang with a lo A 
viui that was not by any means luBse: 
because the liolidays were at luiad. in 
the morning South Park, North Wii i, 
Spring Eidge anc^ yictof ia West sch-'ola 
closed, the Higli, Girls' and Bo;;-' fen 
tral having the prize-giving in tht ftlier- 
noon. Naturally the decorations par- 
took of the prevailing spirit of the 
Queen s Jubilee, and in the Pemhertou 
gymnasium, where the afternoon clos- 
ings were held, Her Majesty's portrait 
formed the principal object at the back 
of the platform, aiirrounded with some 
pretty green foliage, fianked with Cana- 
dian ensigns and Union Jacks. 

The results of the exaimnationg were 
particularly good, the great centre of iu- 
terest being the competition among the 
graded schools of the city for the Gov- 
ernor-General's '.medal, which thia year 
goes to South ;Park, much to the jubila- 
tion of that HCh;Obl, Miss Ethel E. Devlin 
being the winri^r.V;< Howeverj though the 
South Park has done so well the Girls' 
Central canoe a close second, Miss 
Lillian Mowat being only nine points be- 
hind and winning the medal presented 
by Hon. Col. Baker for second place. 
Miss Lena Robertson, too, of the Girls' 
Central, was the only competitor out of 
the 350 pupils of the schools in the pro- 
vince who wrote for the High school en- 
trance examination who made perfect 
marks in arithmetic. 

One of the features of the day was the 
leave-taking of Principal Netherby from 
the Boys' Central school, on his promo- 
tion to the position of inspector. After 
the lista were read, Mr. Sallawav came 
to the front and read the following 
address : 

/.'. Nctherh/, 
Our I'rinciiMl nnd Teacher: 

As this is the last occasion on which you 
will be with us as principal of the Hoys' 
Sciiool we, the pupils and teachers, beg to 
offer to I'ou our siiicerest congratulations 
on j^our appointment to the position oC 
provincial inspector of schools. We know 
that during the years you liave been with 
us you cbielly have been instrumental in 
raising the status of our school to its 
present high standard. Your fellow-tencli- 
ers see in you an example well worthy of 
imitation, while botli teachers anil pupils 
liave beneiitetl by your uniform kiiuHiness 
and courtesy as well as by your high char- 
acter. Our regret at parting from yoti is 
unfeigned, and We beg of you to accept this 
small token of our esteem, trusting that 
the new duties that will occupy your atten- 
tion will not utterly ell'ace the recollections 
of the teachers ami pupils from whom you 
part to-day. We pray that you may belong 
spared to carry on the good work in that 
higher sphere to which you have been so 
deservedly called." 

The token of esteem referred to was a 
beautiful dressing-case, which two of 
the amalleat yonngaters lugged up on the 
platform like a pair of brownies, and 
also a handsome crystal and silver ink- 
stand. 

Mr. Netherby made a very neat reply, 
thanking teachora and pupils for their 
kind wishes, and exhorting the boys to 
be loyal citizens and good men, 

As Mr. Netherby sat down the boya 
turned themselves loose in a sliout lil^e 
a whole assembly of siren horns, and 
the way they applauded showed how 
highly Mr. Netherby was esteemed by 
his pupils. 

At the North Park school, in the fore- 
noon, Mr. McNeill, the principal, had a 
handsome gold-headed cane presented to 
him by the stafl" of teachers and the 
pupils of his particular ciiiss. 

In connection with the closing exer- 
cises in South Park school, a feature 
new to such IttnctioQB waB the presenta- 
tion of gift-books to the most altruistic 
or unselfish pupil in each class. The 
books were given by an anoniymous 
friend who wished to foster a kindly 
feeling of brotherhood and gentle regard 
for others ; in fact, to recognize the 
spirit which prompts one to stop the 
feverish race for one's own advancement 
in order to give another a helping hand, 
or long enough to lift a lame dog over a 
stile.

bell, resigned, until a now bishop is 
elected by the Synod. It baa been de- 
cided alaoto devote the money from tbe 
December collection for church exten- 
sion for the Canadi.an churches in need. 
Bishop Cheney, of Cliicngo, made a ro- 
ciuoat that his recently tendered resigna- 
tion bo at once accepted. He said that 
it would be iiiijiosaibli) for him to reinaiti 
on any of the coiiunitteea unlesB lie coulil 
"stand unchuilengoil on the foundation 
of Christinii liberty on which I ciuno in- 
to the Church in LS73;" IUb resignation 
was accejited. Tho whole matter of the 
change of constitution ami canons was 
laid over until the General Council in 
lialtiinoro, as wore some proposed 
cliaiigeB in the Prayer Book. Tlio only 
cluuiue made was the adding of an 
"amen 'I after tbe Gloria PAtri in the 
evening Borvice.

JAPANESE SEALING. 

Further Particulars of the SubsidieH to Ce 
Paid by the Mikado's Government. 

AccordinR to the information received 
by Hon. T. Nosse, Japaneae conbiil at 
Vancouver, tlie bill referred to in a let- 
ter received by Collector Milne from 
Hakodate as liavitig passed the Japanese 
diet provides for eubsidies for all vessels 
cntiiiyed in the. deep sea fishery business. 

In the budf5et BiiJ)mltted it the 'present 
sBEEion of the diet provision i^.piade for 
tliegu Btibsiiliee. The act 18 entitled the 
" Dee]) Sinv Fishery Encourncement" 
law, iiiul its principal features are as fol- 
lows: On Bteaniflrs of 100 tons up to 350 
(oDij 11 enb,"iily of yen per ton pei' iin- 
iiuiii wiil be paid; vessels over ooO tons 
to receive no liit;her subsidy than those 
of li.nl) tons. Tlie tonnage of sailing vee- 
se's ia from CO to 200 tons, and not neces- 
sarily to hohuill ill Jajian, but they must 
he regiKlereil and owned in that country, 
and must not be less than 5 nor more 
than 15 years old. Another reHulatiou 
is that they must ho actually employed 
in fishing for at least live months in the 
year. A further bonus of 10 yen per 
year is oll'ered for each hand employed. 
The total amount of subsidy to be paid 
in any one year is not to exceed 150,000 
yen, and the act will come into force on 
April 1, 1898, and remain in effoct 15 
years. 

The act, Mr. Nosse says, is to encour 
as;e tlie tluop sea fishing industry along 
the .Tapaiieso coast, and he thinks that 
all classes of tlsheries, iiicludini: sealing, 
will CO c e within tho terms of the i 
The minister of coinraeruc and agricul- 
ture has, however, tlie right to designate 
to what portion of the coaat tlu^ subsidy 
shall apply.

The U. S. battleship Oregon, con- 
ceded by her officers to bo the biggest 
lighting machine ever visiting Weateru 
shores, ia in Esquimalt to participate in 
the grand naval and military review on 
Monday, or as one of her ofhcers kindly 
puts it, "to bti one of Admiral Palliser's 
squadron while the celebration con- 
tinues." In command of Captain A. S. 
Barker the big white warship pointed 
her sharp nose into port about 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and took up a 
position to the outward of tho British 
fleet near Ihe entrance of tho harbor. 
She came over from Port Townsend un- 
der easy steam and averaged 12'.j knots 
on the trip. No greater contrast 
could be conceived than is aflbrded 
in the two vessels representing the 
two nations, foi while the Oregon is a 
typical modern battleship in appearance 
and build, the Imperieuse is a cruiser, 
and, therefore less formidable in looks. . 
The armament of the Oregon appears to 
be centralized in one immense citadel on 
deck, above which two fighting turrets 
loom up andabont which barbettes are 
placed. Mighty guns point out in every 
direction, making her a very impressive 
craft to look upon. Her officers are: 
Captain, A. S. Barker; Lieut. -Com- 
mander, F. J. Drake; Lieutenants, C. 
Thomas, W. II. Allen, W. H. 
Harrison, E. AV. Eberle and 
E. H. Durell; Chief Engineer. 
R. W. Milligan ; past assistant engineer, 

H. W. Chambers; assistant engineer, J. 
M. Ileevee; assiatant engineer, Frank 
Lyon; paymaster, S. E. Colhoun; sur- ' 
geon, P. A. Loverinp; assistant surgeon, 
A. Farenholt; captain of marines, Ran- 
dolph Dickinson ; and second lieutenant 
of marines, A. B. Davis. In all there 
are 475 men aboard. . .and - . in ttie 
officers, a finer crowd ' of men 
could not well be gotten together. 
Captain Barker was a lieutenant at the 
time of " the war," and was in com- 
mand of the Philadelphia at the time of 
the big naval review on the Atlantic sea- 
board not long ago. He left that shin 
three summers ago, and since March 
last, when he joined the Oregon, he 
has been stationed at JIare island. 

ThelOregou is classed as a battleship 
of 11,718 tons, and 11,111 h. p., with a 
maximum speed of 17'.j knots, and cap- 
able of carrying l,(iOO tons of fuel. 
Her dimensions are : Length, over all, 
352 feet; beam, 69.3 feet; and draft, 20.8 
feet. A peculiar featureof her construc-^ 
tion is the great number of her 
water-tight compartments. She has 
249 in all, so that when' ■ the 
ship is bowling along_^" > af i' full 
speed with deck awaa hf^Iielr jireiLhave 
not the least alarm aBdUt~tneir safety. 
Her side armor consists of 18-inch Har- 
veyized steel. She has two" 13-inch and 
two 17-inch turrets ; four barbette 8-inch 
and four barbette 9-inch turrets, and two 
steel protections. Her decks are steel 
inches in thickness, and above the 
main armor belt is a casemate 
of 4 - inch steel. Her battery 
consists of four 13-inch GS-ton breech- 
loading rifles, capable of firing shells of 

I, 100 jjounds; eight 8-inch breech-load- 
ers; four G-inch breech-loaders; and 
twenty C-ponnd and six 1-pound rapid 
firing guns. She has five torpedo tubea 
for white head torpedoes, four powerful' 
search-lights and fourteen boats, in> 
eluding two launches. She is lighted by 
electricity throughout, and her en- 
gines are twin-screw triple expansion. 
She was built at San Francisco . by the 
Union Iron Works, and was finished and 
commissioned on July IS.

THE E. & N. OFFER. 

To THE Editor: — I notice the remarks 
of " Cumberland " in yesterday's issueof 
the Coi.o.Msr, and would say all liereaud 
in this vicinity (and I have had a large 
number to see me on tlie subject) con- 
sider the offer of the E. it N. Railway 
Company a fair and liberal one, if the 
terms of payment were arranged differ- 
ently. A. prospector, who, as a rule, is a 
poor man, cannot, however wishful, com- 
ply with the terms ; and there are cases 
where claims have been acquired by pur- 
chase and one and two years, and in 
some case even more, work done on 
them to get them in proper shape for the 
capitalist to take hold of and develop 
properly, as we have not the means to 
do it oureelves. In the latter case, also, 
a man called upon suddenly to put up eo 
much' cash cannot do it. He requires 
time in which tomake his arrangements, 
and tlie prospector requires time to see 
by working on his claim, if what he 
thought was a good prospect ia worth 
developing. 

The writer ia sure it was the intention 
of the E. & N. Ry. Co. to deal liberally 
(but not sufficient thought given to the 
effect of the short time allowed for pay- 
ment), and I would here say that it 
the concensus of opinion in this district

It is within my knowledge 
they have been more than liberal in cer- 
tain matters connected with mining, in 
fact mosc generone, and nrbich ia most 
thorouuhly appreciated, and I am sure 
they only desire the development of 
their property in a Ipgitimate manner 
by fair moans for the benefit of all.

One thousand men will probably be in 
line on Macaulay's I'oint to take pari in 
the review and do the honors of Her 
Majesty's Jubilee day. They will be 
formed into two brigades ; the first, com- 
posed of the landing party from the 
fleet, will be under comniand of Capt. 
Finuia, 11, N., of U.M.S. Amphion, and 
the second, made upol the Royal Marine 
Artillery, and attached, from Work Poii t 
barracks, and the Fifth Regiment, will 
be under command of Lt.-Col. Wheeler, 
R.M.A. Ou moving into the alignment 
the each unit will march on its base 
markers, and when dresaed stand at 
ease and await further orders. The 
troops will then be drawn up in line 
with the naval field pieces on the right, 
the remainder of No. 1 Brigade being 
next with No. 2 Brigade on the left, 
made up of first of all the local battalion 
of artillery, No. 2 biittalion from the 
Mainland, and the Royal Marine Artil- 
lery, with the 13-pounder field guns on 
the extreme left. 

Upon the arrival in the field of Die 
Admiral and his t-tall', on the cdniniioul 
from the brigiidier, ruinmaiiiiiiig oflireri- 
will bring their men to tlie ehouMer. 

Firing the feu do joie will he tlie next 
order, and aa there will bo two batteries 
of field guns in line this firing will be 
done somewhat differently from what 
haa hitherto been the practice on these 
occasions. On Monday the field guns on 
the right will fire the usual seven rounds 
and the fire will run down the front 
rank, when th6 battery on the left will 
lake it up and firo their Eoven rounds, 
then up the rear rank from left to right 
the fire will run. This will be re- 
peated twice again. A royal salute will 
then he given, the massed bands of the 
flagship and the Fifth Regiment playing 
the national anthem. The brigade com- 
mander will then order " three ciieera 
for the tiueen," 

Preiiaratory for marching past, quar- 
ter column will be formed on right coiii- 
panioH and the brigades will be marched 
round onto the salutini; base. Owing to 
the numbers which vill take part in 
the mano'uvres, the march past will oc- 
cupy (]nite a time, for in each brigade 
there will be three or four battalions. 
Having marched past in column, the 
whole will be formed into quarter col- 
umn and ranks having been chan!:od 
will " advance in mass," which is prac- 
tically the same as the march past in 
<liiarter column for a single battalion, 
fVfter passing the saluting point the 
second time, line of ijuarter columns 
will bo formed Avith ten jjaees in- 
terval between each battalion. This 
line of quarter coliimna will bring the 
dillerent battalions into line abreast of 
each other in column foriiiation, and on 
the executive word from the Brigadier, 
" Brigade, by the right, quick march," 
will pasB the aaluling i)oint the third 
time. 

The entire command will then be 
formed up on the original alignment with 
the officers in front, and on the bugle 
eound ing will advance in review order, 
dressing by the right, and, halting, will 
give a " royal salute." Arms will then 
fje ordered and the whole will stand at 
eapo and await instruclions.
